LOOKING BACKWARDS? 


FOr many years there have been strong 
complaints about by-laws. Architects and 
builders have each had their own arguments 
on this score. Criticisms have been made about 
by-laws on numerous grounds : the immense 
variety of requirements from one locality to 
another, the uniform effect they still tend to 
create, the cramping effect they have upon 
design and especially upon the best and most 
adventurous, the frequent uncertainty as to 
their meaning, and the failure on the part of 
local authorities to exercise any discretionary 
power of dispensation in particular cases. 

Three recent events have once again focused 
attention upon defects in the present by-law 
system. In the first place, legislation is being 
passed to provide Scotland with a series of 
building requirements uniform throughout that 
country. Secondly, the Minister of Housing 
has said that, bearing the Scottish experiment 
in mind, he is reviewing the system in England 
and Wales. Lastly, the Court of Appeal 
recently examined some of the problems 
created by by-laws in practice. 

In the last mentioned instance Lord Evershed 
remarked that: “I cannot help thinking that on 
some future appropriate occasion the language 
(of the L.C.C. by-laws] might be made more 
clear, in order to show the builder what he was 
really to do or not to do.” The Court moreover, 


approved earlier judicial observations in which 
the Judge said that : “It seems to me that all 
by-laws relating to the construction of build- 
ings ought to have something in the nature of 
a dispensing power, enabling the local authority 
or its surveyor or other officer to say that a 
particular building is of an exceptional char- 
acter, and that the hard-and-fast rules laid 
down by the by-laws as to the mode of con- 
struction ought not to apply to it.” This was 
said in 1903, but how often is it heeded 
today? 

There is much, then, for architects and 
builders to consider when they present their 
views to the Minister of Housing, and sub- 
stantial reform is plainly much overdue and 
can be justified both on financial and aesthetic 
grounds. The professional bodies may be well 
advised, when reviewing the by-laws, also to 
ask themselves if they should not take the 
opportunity presented them by the Minister to 
advocate a system of control altogether more 
flexible and intelligent than a method which is 
more than a hundred years old and which is 
full of inherent difficulties. Possibly the 
Ministry’s own experiments in the realm of 
floor space indexes point the way to a system 
which could make a much needed contribution 
to the progress of British architecture and 
building.

NEXT STOP, ROME 


The Corb show is over; 37,248 people saw it. This 
is a Building Centre record, the nearest approach to 
it being the exhibition of inn signs in the "thirties which 
was seen, I am told, by 30,000. The most noticeable 
thing about the Le Corbusier clientele was its youth 
and the seriousness with which young and old studied 
the exhibits. The catalogues lasted until one day before 
the end, but an unexpected two hundred were found 
in Liverpool, so that the organizers were able to take 
orders up to the last moment. Nearly 5,000 were sold 
at the London presentation. The exhibition closed 
at 5 p.m. on Friday; by midnight it was dismantled, 
packed and driven away on two vast lorries. Two 
students arriving at 5.15 p.m. found a mountain of 
packing cases and were advised by a workman to try 
Rome. 

Possibly because of the great contrast it makes with 
the Le Corbusier show, the Arne Jacobsen exhibition 
at the R.I.B.A. has also been breaking records. No 
doubt the Oxford controversy has also had something 
to do with it. Punch last week had an excellent illus- 
trated article on St. Catherine’s included in a special 
section on architecture called “Build-up”. 


‘**PUNCH’’ AND THE ANTI-UGLIES 


“Mr. Punch” is a little unkind to the A.-U. move- 
ment, which is, after all, making people talk about 
architecture. Mind you, I am inclined to agree with 
him about their inability to communicate their feelings 
in simple words or to express themselves in a way 
that the man in the street can understand. Architecture 
belongs to everyone, not just a bunch of shaggy intellec- 
tuals from S.W.7. It is not enough to cry “pull it 
down” to the hard-hatted umbrella carriers, particu- 
larly when the crier is the ugliest thing in sight. It may 
be quite logical but it is bad tactics. The idea of 
pointing the finger of scorn at bad buildings is fine, 
but the finger-pointers should avoid too great a resem- 
blance to other types of marcher if they want to gain 
public support, but perhaps the A.-U.s are not really 
interested in public support.

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The best anti-ugly story of the week concerns the 
very, very U. architect who was rung up by a colleague 
who said how sorry he was to hear that the A.-U.s had 
paraded outside one of the very U. architect’s buildings 
in Cambridge. Since the very U. architect is pretty 
well consultant architect to the A.-U. movement the 
conversation became somewhat confused. 


CINEMAS AND THEATRES 


The Rank Organization is to sell 13 more cinemas; 
four in the London area are to be pulled down and 
replaced by shops and supermarkets. Two other Rank 
cinemas, one in London and one in Middlesex, are to 
be converted to bowling alleys on the American 
pattern. Each will have a minimum of 16 bowling 
lanes. A similar type of bowling is very popular in 
Denmark. Prebin Housen’s great hall at Aalborg has 
an elaborate bowling club in its basement. Few tears 
will be shed at the pulling down of cinemas. I do not 
suppose that many are listed as being of historic or 
architectural interest. Let us hope that the super- 
markets, which will replace them, will be well designed. 
It is difficult to see how a cinema could be converted 
to a bowling alley without very considerable expense. 
Even allowing for this, it is almost bound to be an 
architectural botch-up. Better by far pull them down 
and do the job properly. 

Theatres, unlike cinemas, seem to be on the up and 
up. Moss Empires and Stoll Theatres are said to be 
“seriously considering” replacing closed theatres with 
modern ones in towns where there is enough public 
interest. Birmingham, Nottingham and Leeds are all 
on the list. 


A PILE-CARPETED 
COTSWOLD VILLAGE 


The best thing about the Ideal Home Exhibition this 
year is the lime green carpet in the main avenue. 
Scenic architecture has gone mad with a Cotswold 
village skyline over sagging fascias to the usual furni- 
ture and gas cooker stands. The Brussels Pavilion tepees, 
tucked away in a corner, compete with a flat represen- 
tation of one of our stately homes on the skyline. A 
vast staircase before this canvas mansion leads nowhere. 
The fountains which separate the stair from the back- 
cloth are quite jolly. Last year it, was, I believe, 
Fontainebleau, and I thought it was very well done. 
This year’s Cotswold outburst is foolishly out of scale. 
Some of the standholders I spoke to thought it was 
lovely. 

The village is the best I remember, most of the 
houses are presentable and there is only one real pre- 
war throw-back. One neat house is spoiled by a joke 
chimney faced with enough stone to build a blast wall 
round the whole thing. A row of neat little houses 
makes a feature of external quality decorated plastic 
sheeting. As a maintenance-saving material this has 
possibilities. It seems to me, however, to show little 
appreciation of the correct use of ornament to use 
endless reproductions of flowers on the garage door. 

The M.o.H.L.G. has built an interesting small block 
of old people’s flats which Phoebe de Syllas has admir- 
ably furnished with Victorian and Edwardian furniture. 
This makes a most welcome change from the Contem- 
porary or Immaculate Design school. 

The whole vast building is packed as usual; free 
make-up for the girls and free electric shaves for the 
boys while they are waiting, West Indian policemen 
9 ft high in white helmets guarding tanks full of tropical 
fish, Danish girls as delicious-looking as the open sand- 
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wiches they will pack for you in excellently designed 
cardboard carrier boxes. Useless kitchen gadgets by the 
thousand are scattered in among all the vital machinery 
of a 1959 kitchen. Ask a simple question and, like the 
outlet of some super spin-drier, the flow of sales and 
demonstration talk gushes out. 

The Brussels Pavilion—once you can find the 
entrance, the exit is obvious enough-—is very much an 
interior show. It has been much cut down, but on the 
whole well contrived. The main hall is much the same 
except that the entrance has been moved to the side. 
It is still good. The main hall of sideshows is, I think, 
complete, but the rest has been tightly compressed. 

As part of the external decorations to Olympia a 
clumsy triumphal arch has been thrown across Ham- 
mersmith Road, and the approach road to the main 
entrance has been painted gold. The exhibition will 
be closed on Good Friday but open on Easter Saturday 
and Bank Holiday. This should do something to ease 
the traffic on the roads for those leaving London. 


NEW BUILDINGS FOR THE R.C.A. 


Details of new buildings for the Royal College of 
Art, some of which are to be begun next year, are 
illustrated in this issue. The architects, Mr. H. T. 
Cadbury-Brown, Sir Hugh Casson and Professor R, Y. 
Goodden, seem to have managed to put some interest 
into the skyline by using the roof-top studios as a series 
of connected towers. It is good to find architects who 
appreciate the importance of skyline in modern archi- 
tecture. It was Sir Hugh’s idea to jazz up Whitehall 
Court with flags and floodlights as an across-the-river 
background to the South Bank Exhibition. You may 
remember an impassioned paragraph on this page last 
summer about the Hyde Park skyline. 


NUCLEAR POWER STATIONS 

Apart from a mention in a yachting paper, I have 
seen no more about the proposed nuclear power station 
on the Isle of Wight. Someone has, however, written 
to The Times to ask why these power stations are put 
in sparsely populated areas for safety when in answer 
to complaints from the inhabitants of those areas they 
are told that there is no danger to health. The chair- 
man of the C.E.G.B., in reply, says, among other things, 
that “No risk to health arises from the normal opera- 
tion of these power stations, but this does not imply 
absolute freedom from hazard.” He then goes on to 
talk about human frailty and knowledge which is not 
all-knowing. “If human frailty leads to plant failure 
there must be a possibility that this failure would have 
effects outside the perimeter of the power plant. The 
power plants are, therefore, being built on sites where 
it would be possible to deal with the results of such an 
unexpected and improbable occurrence without causing 
widespread inconvenience.” 

I like the choice of the word inconvenience. 


FILMS IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Trade films in the building industry were recently 
criticized in the R.J.B.A. Journal and echoed here and 
elsewhere. Enough interest was shown for the films 
sub-committee of the R.I.B.A. to call a meeting to dis- 
cuss the position. Trade federations and associations, 
trade film users and makers and the Press were invited. 
Mr. Bill Howell put the R.I.B.A. case, which was that 
an overwhelming proportion of films seen by the 
institute’s appraisal panel were not recommended by 
the panel. He showed an extract from a Shell film on 
steel as an illustration of a good technical film.

Mr. Howell also spoke of the experimental showing 
of films to architectural students for obtaining audience 
research figures. He described them as the most 
critical of audiences and rather suggested that this 
standard of judgment should be the one by which trade 
films should be measured. This, I think, was a 
mistake, for students will barrack anything when in 
the mood. It was surprising that no one in the 
audience made this point. Mr. Baden Powell analysed 
the results of the R.1.B.A. panel’s view over the past 
years and rubbed in Mr. Howell’s remarks. Reference 
was made to the high cost of making films and to the 
small numbers of building audiences. This was 
countered by the evidence of the B.R.S., whose films 
are among the best made and whose costs are com- 
paratively modest. The representative of the British 
Film Institute backed the R.1.B.A. in forthright terms, 
and said that he had seen many prize-winning docu- 
mentary films from industry but never one from the 
building industry. Curiously enough, no one got really 
angry or appeared to feel insulted by these accusations. 
Perhaps they felt they were guilty men. The meeting 
was extremely well attended but lacked sparkle. How- 
ever, Mr. A. W. Yeomans, representing the Technical 
Information Committee of the L.M.B.A., suggested 
that an independent Building Industry Film Committee 
might be set up to take the matter further. The 
Building Centre was mentioned as a possible sponsor. 
I hope this matter will not be allowed to rest there. 


CIRCULAR HOTEL NEAR HEATHROW 


Outline planning approval has been given for an 185- 
bedroom hotel adjoining the “Coach and Horses” on 
the Bath Road, about a mile from London Airport. 
The hotel, which is to be circular, has been designed 
by Mr. P. Diplock, with Mr. C. G. Wills as consultant. 
It will be financed by a subsidiary company of J. Lyons 
& Co. Ltd. The site belongs to Watney, Mann Ltd., 
the brewers. The cost is estimated at £500,000. I 
hope it will have double windows. The hotel is 
intended mainly for airline passengers but will have 
a bar for the public. 


IPSWICH COMPETITION CRITICISM 


The Times and the Architects’ Journal both criticize 
the assessor’s decision in the Ipswich Civic Centre 
competition. Both think that the commended design 
was the best and the remaining six nowhere. One 
hundred and fifty-three architects took part in the pre- 
liminary competition; their designs have not been seen 
by the public. Many people may agree with the critics 
but as the assessor’s report is not published no one 
knows the reasons for his choice. Barracking at the 
referee is never worthwhile even if he happens to be 
wrong. Errors of judgment in architectural competi- 
tions are less likely to happen when there is more than 
one assessor,

Burgh of Motherwell and Wishaw : 
Civic Centre Accommodation 


Sir,—I observe on page 241 of your publication, dated 
February 25, a reference to the Town Council's decision 
to hold an architectural competition in connection with 
the provision of a mew civic centre. at Knowetop, 
Motherwell. 

In your article you state: “The council chamber 
block appears to have been already designed and the 
preliminary notice states that the specification for it is 
to be prepared ‘in association with the other officials 
concerned along the lines of the plan submitted to, 
and considered by, the Town Council some years ago’. 
The resuscitation of old plans and their planting on 
new architects is the one sure way of botching-up a 
scheme, and I hope that someone will persuade the 
Motherwell Town Council to drop this condition. If it 
is being done for economy reasons it is misguided, for 
this kind of thing nearly always costs more in the 
end.” 

I feel I must point out that, in my letter to you of 
February 13, there was no suggestion that the Town 
Council were to hold an architectural competition merely 
to rubber stamp a previously prepared plan or that the 
specification for the council chamber suite and office 
premises, which, incidentally, concerns purely and simply 
the accommodation requirements of the council and 
their departments, was not to be an integral part of 
the competition. It is the intention of the council to 
give the architects participating in the competition a 
completely free hand within the terms of the regulations 
to which I referred in sub-paragraph (6) of my letter 
above referred to. Had this not been the council’s mind 
in the matter, they would hardly have decided, “for 
economy reasons”, to offer premiums amounting to 
£6,000 for award to the first three places obtained by 
authors in the competition. It is emphasized that the 
plan previously prepared will be used only to guide the 
council and the officials concerned as to accommodation 
requirements, the design of the building and all other 
associated aspects being left for decision by the assessor 
appointed by the Royal Institute of British Architects 
in the light of the result of the competition.

Building Societies and the Design of Houses 


Sir—Your leading article “Hobson’s Choice Today: 
Whose Tomorrow?” was excellent but I would go further. 
Building societies will not be doing their duty to their 
investors if they continue to put the money entrusted to 
them into ill-planned, badly sited, out-moded houses in the 
mistaken belief that they are playing safe.

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During the time I was chairman of the Town and 
Country Planning and Housing Committee of the R.I.B.A. 
I met a number of prominent building society people, and 
I was greatly encouraged by their desire to see our point 
of view. One very prominent society was even on the 
point of promoting an open architectural competition 
aimed to improve the standard of small house design, but 
generously withdrew when they heard of the scheme the 
R.1.B.A. was trying to launch. 

My impression has always been that the men at the top 
of the bigger societies have seen the light, but I have an 
equally strong impression that in the branches up and 
down the country, where the bulk of the decisions are 
probably made, plans are “vetted” by local surveyors who 
are often too lacking in courage to report favourably on 
any scheme that does not conform to the prescription 
“the mixture as before”. 

The job of these experts should be to see that all con- 
cerned are getting value for money. For this to be 
achieved they should see that the house is properly 
orientated (basic this, yet how often ignored). They 
should see that design and construction go clearly hand 
in hand, that heat is conserved, that kitchen planning 
minimises accident risks, for there are still more people 
killed every year in the home than on the roads. They 
should look for all the other things that go to make a 
house instead of using the opportunity to assert their 
prejudices against modern design. 

The vast outpouring of articles on house-design, 
furnishing and kindred subjects, in the popular daily 
papers, women’s journals and so on, some with a gigan- 
tic readership, is having its effect. Steadily the public 
demand for a more enlightened domestic architecture 
grows. If the men who run the building societies are busi- 
ness men they must realize this and cast their prejudices 
overboard,

Aichitects First and Foremost 


Sir,—A slight variation of the question posed by your 
correspondent, Mr. Rex Dempsey (A. & B.N., 25/2/59), 
could have applied equally on the two occasions when the 
“town planners” and the “landscape gardeners” were 
preparing to break away from the Royal Institute. 

It may be possible to confuse the issue in respect of the 
above-named “specialists”, but it can hardly be suggested 
that official architects can be put into a separate category, 
for there can be no claim to specialization in this field and 
the only difference between official and private architects 
is, surely, their terms of employment and the way they 
are paid. 

If the R.I.B.A. is unable, for some reason, to protect 
the interests of all its members, however they may be 
employed, as well as furthering the stardard and practice 
of architecture wherever it touches the environment of 
our population in “towns” or in “landscape”, then 
something is wrong. But what may be wrong can be put 
right. 

The interests of the architect and architecture (including 
town planning and landscape) in this country require a 
single body to administer its affairs, protect its members 
in all departments of practice, however employed, and to 
further architectural development and education in all its 
aspects. 

Reports and discussions on the amendment of the 
R.I.B.A. constitution are already showing up the difficulties 
of trying to build afresh on old foundations. 

By its own volition, architecture is passing through a 
complete revolution. Those who practise it have accepted 
and furthered this revolution. Cannot these same people 
accept and further a complete reform of our professional 
administration, including the development of regional 
centres based on sound geographical lines capable of 
representing all members of the profession at national 
level.

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NEW BUILDINGS FOR 
ROYAL COLLEGE OF ART 


A GROUP of new buildings to re- 

house the whole of the Royal 
College of Art has been designed 
for a site overlooking Kensington 
Gardens, immediately next to the 
Albert Hall. 

At present, the college is scattered 
in various buildings around South 
Kensington. Accommodation is alto- 
gether unsatisfactory as the college 
has no hall which could fit in 
all its members at the same time, 
nowhere to hold examinations or 
exhibitions and only one small lecture 
room. 

The need for economy was one of 
the main factors when designing the 
buildings. After a constant struggle 
with the Government for funds, a 
sum of £424,000 was granted, for 
the requirement of 78,075 sq ft of 
usable space. The sum allowed, in 
relation to the accommodation re- 
quired, meant that the building would 
have to be built in the least expensive 
way, using the simplest materials. 

Work on the first new block is 
due to start early next year and 
should be completed by the end of 
1961. This block, a nine-storey build- 
ing, will contain, from bottom to 
top: administration, departments of 
ceramics, engineering, furniture, silver- 
smithing and jewellery, interior de- 
sign, textiles (print), industrial glass, 
textiles (weave), fashion and stained 
glass. 

The structure will consist of a rein- 
forced concrete frame with hollow 
tile floors which are 15in in depth 
throughout, so that ceilings are clear 
of beams. Dark-coloured brick and 
pre-cast concrete panels with exposed 
aggregate will be used for the ex- 
terior; windows will be metal. For 
the interior, fair-faced painted brick- 
work will be used. 

Floor levels have been arranged 
so that all departments have some 
ceilings 12ft high and some 10ft high.

are placed on each of the long ex- 
ternal walls. These act as wind braces, 
and also contain the vertical runs 
of services, consisting of ventilation, 
fume and dust extraction, gas, steam 
and compressed air, which are fed 
horizontally along each floor by 
means of a large duct connecting 
with each tower. Heating will be by 
hot-water radiators. 


The Gulbenkian Hall 

Government funds not being 
sufficient for a hall and exhibition 
space, the college appealed to the 
Gulbenkian Foundation for _ this 
accommodation. The appeal was 
successful and the trustees of the 
foundation donated £75,000. 

The hail has been’ designed 
primarily as an exhibition centre. 

It can also be used as an examina- 
tion hall, a theatre and cinema, a 
dance hall, lecture hall and for the 
convocation ceremony. In addition, 
the stage itself can be converted into 
a lecture theatre. 

To meet these varying needs, the 
Gulbenkian Hall has been designed 
so that what is effectively the axis 
of the room changes direction with 
changes of use. For example, for 
a general assembly of the college 
the seating faces the stage, but to 
accommodate the much larger 
audience at convocation the seating 
is turned at right angles and the 
raised side gallery becomes the dais. 

Entrance to the hall from the fore- 
court is through a foyer shared with 
the main teaching block, from which 
it can be disconnected. 


Future Developments 

Two buildings, which have not yet 
been designed, will be constructed on 
completion of the main block and 
the Gulbenkian Hall. A_ building 
containing common rooms will be 
linked to the Gulbenkian Hall by a 
library wing 

The last stage of the development 
will take place in 1973 when the 
second part of the site in Kensington 
Gore, fronting on to Queen’s Gate, 
becomes available. Accommodation 
will be for the schools of graphic 
design, painting and sculpture. 

The architects for the scheme are 
H. T. Cadbury-Brown, Sir Hugh 
Casson and R. Y. Goodden.

Vale of Health: 
Ministry Allows Appeal 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government has 
given a decision in favour of Mr. Erno Goldfinger in 
his application for permission to erect a building com- 
prising One maisonnette and two flats on the Athenaeum, 
Vale of Health, Hampstead. The decision letter reads as 
follows; 

“The inspector observed that the main ground of 
objection was excessive density; in his view, however, the 
advantages to be gained by replacing the Athenaeum with 
the proposed building easily outweighed this objection. 
He thought that the closely knit character of the Vale 
of Health at this point justified high density. He saw no 
reason why the proposed design should not fit in with 
the surroundings. He did not think the proposal would 
add significantly to traffic problems. He recommended 
that permission should be given, subject to the conditions 
suggested by the local planning authority. 

“The Minister has carefully considered the question of 
density. A density of 30 persons per acre was laid down 
in the development plan in respect of part of Hampstead, 
in order to preserve the special residential amenities of 
the area. But the Vale of Health, which has a special 
character of its own, is mainly closely knit and in parts 
is densely developed. The Minister considers, therefore, 
that a departure here from the overall density of 30 
persons per acre would not and should not set any 
precedent as to what might be permitted on the fringes 
of Hampstead Heath generally. He also holds that there 
are special circumstances applying to this site, in that 
the application would involve substituting a residential

He 
accepts that it would be difficult for this site to be 
developed satisfactorily with low-density residential 
building. 
“The Minister feels that these special circumstances, in 
sum, outweigh the density and daylighting objections. 
“The Minister has also considered the representations 
made with regard to the design of the building. This 
is a matter on which differing views may be held; but, 
since it is agreed that the quality of the adjoining buildings 
is mediocre, the Minister does not see how it could be 
maintained that a building with the proposed elevations 
would be detrimental to its immediate surroundings. 
“The Minister also finds no substantial reason for 
withholding permission on traffic grounds, 
“Accordingly the Minister hereby grants permission for 
the development of the site of the Athenaeum, Vale 
of Health, Hampstead, by the erection thereon of a 
building, comprising one maisonnette and two flats, in 
accordance with the drawings numbered VH/1 and VH/2, 
submitted with the said application dated June 5, 1958, 
subject to the following conditions: (1) The car port 
shall not be used for any purpose other than the 
accommodation of private vehicles. (2) Particulars of the 
colour and texture of the facing materials to be used in 
the proposed building shall be submitted to, and approved 
by, the council or, failing agreement, determined by the 
Minister, before any work is commenced.” 


R.I.C.S. Annual Dinner 


The annual dinner of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors was held at Grosvenor House, Park Lane, W.1, 
on Tuesday, March 3, 1959. The Rt. Hon. Viscount 
Kilmuir, G.c.v.o., The Lord Chancellor, proposed the 
toast of The Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
to which the president, Mr. Francis G. Fleury, 0.8.8., 
replied. The toast of the guests was proposed by Mr. 
C. D. Pilcher and the response was made by Mr. Duncan 
Stirling, the deputy-chairman of the Westminster Bank. 
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Big Rise in Building Unemployed 


A rise of over 20,000 in the number of unemployed 
building workers, compared with a year previously, was 
reported to the House of Commons by the Minister of 
Labour, the Rt. Hon. Iain Macleod. He was replying to 
Mr. C. W. Gibson, Labour M.P. for Clapham, who also 
asked what relationship existed between the figures and 
the rate of commencement of the building of new houses. 

The Minister told him that 69,292 workers, last em- 
ployed in building and contracting industries, were 
unemployed in Britain on December 8, 1958, compared 
with 45,498 on December 9, 1957. During 1958, the 
construction of 259,000 houses was begun, compared 
with 276,000 in 1957. 

“The level of employment in the industry bears on 
the total amount of building of all kinds in progress, 
though the number of new houses begun is an important 
part of that total,” Mr. Macleod added. 

He later said: “I do not think there is any sort of 
direct relationship as suggested. Employment as distinct 
from unemployment has virtually not changed over the 
last year and building figures are particularly difficult 
to interpret because there is so much movement in and 
out of the industry.” 

The Minister told Mr. Gibson:. “So far as measures 
which the Government are taking to help demand in 
this field are concerned, you will be aware of those 
relating to interest rates, credit restrictions and additions 
to public investment which were announced in this 
House.” 

The Rt. Hon. Emanuel Shinwell, Labour M.P. for 
Easington, asked: “Does the Minister really believe that 
the Government's intervention in respect of credits and 
interest rates is sufficient to enable them to tackle this 
problem wholeheartedly?” 

The Minister replied: “I went beyond credit restrictions 
and interest rates. I referred to the additions to public 
investment announced by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and also to some relaxation in house building restrictions 
which—I do not know whether they have been announced 
or not—have been put into effect by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government.” (February 25.) 


Law and Administration 





Workmen’s Tools 


Employers are, it has been frequently said, required by 
law to take all reasonable steps to provide their workmen 
with a reasonably safe system of working. Such a duty 
also includes responsibility for seeing that whenever a 
workman is obliged to use tools which are provided by 
his employer, reasonable care is taken to see that the tools 
are satisfactory. This duty of the employer is not one 
which he can avoid merely by deputing some other person, 
either a servant or an agent, to do the job for him. The 
duty is one which is personal to the employer. While he 
can and usually does entrust the work involved to others, 
the duty and responsibility remain with him. 

It is not, however, always easy to know just how far 
the employer is expected to go in practice as distinct from 
theory. If a manufacturer buys the tools he needs for his 
workmen from an old-established and reputable firm of 
suppliers and he knows the manufacturer also to be a 
reliable firm, has he done all that he ought to do in the 
first place? Suppose, secondly, the tool is properly 
inspected before use and no apparent defect be found, 
yet when used by a workman it causes him injury, is the 
employer to be regarded as negligent? 

This state of affairs arose in Davie v. New Merton 
Board Mills Ltd. which recently came before the House 
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of Lords. A drift was purchased by the employers in the 
circumstances already described. When a maintenance 
fitter used the drift and struck it with a hammer a piece 
flew off and striking him in the eye destroyed the sight 
of that eye. He sued his employers for negligence. 

The conclusions of the House of Lords were expounded 

very clearly by Lord Reid: 
_ “An employer, besides being liable to his servant for 
injury caused by the negligence of his own servants is 
in some cases liable in respect of the negligence of others. 
Where, then, is the line to be drawn? On the one hand 
it appears that an employer is liable for the negligence 
of an independent contractor whom he has engaged to 
carry out one of what have been described as his personal 
duties on his own premises and whose work might nor- 
mally be done by the employer’s own servant—at least if 
the negligent workmanship is discoverable by reasonable 
inspection. On the other hand . . . I am of opinion that he 
is not liable for the negligence of the manufacturer of an 
article which he has bought, provided that he has been 
careful to deal with a seller of repute and has made any 
inspection which a reasonable employer would make. That 
leaves a wide sphere regarding which it is unnecessary, and 
it would, I think, be understandable, to express any opinion 
here. Various criteria have been suggested and it must 
be left for the further development of the law to determine 
which is correct.” 

Though much remains to be decided in this branch of 
law the present decision should materially assist employers 
when they decide upon the purchase and use of tools. 
The particular emphasis which the House attached to 
proper inspection of tools to be used by workmen is 
worthy of especial note.

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HE most recent import from the 

United States is with us. After 

Spam, the ballistic missile, Coca- 
Cola and West Side Story—the ‘‘drive- 
in’’ bank (illustrated right). 

It is one more victory for the 
automobile which has government 
authorities and town planners ‘‘on the 
move"’ if not ‘‘on the run’’. It is one 
more step towards the ultimate, and 
prevalent in the States, in which one 
can eat, sleep and have one’s being 
without leaving the driving seat. It is 
“tone in the eye’’ for the planners who 
are attempting to open up the town 
centre to the pedestrian, to limit motor 
traffic at an inner ring of parking areas 
and divert through traffic. 

In opening the new Martins *‘drive- 
in’’ bank at Leicester, the Minister of 
Transport, the Rt. Hon. Harold Watkin- 
son, expressed some enthusiasm for the 
idea, while wondering, one suspects, 
what the outcome would be: 

“The attitude we have got to culti- 
vate, and quickly, is that roads are for 
going on and not for stopping on. 
People are not slow to criticize obstruc- 
tion when it is a hole in the road, 
however necessary. We must get to the 
stage where we are just as critical .... 
when someone takes up something like 
80 sq ft of busy road by leaving a car 
on it. . . . My only anxiety is whether 
this facility which Martins are offering 
will prove so popular that its business 
will increase by leaps and bounds and 
we shall fetch up with a situation worse 
than the first, with a queue of cars all 
the way down the road waiting to drive 
in. Then we should be back to square 
one with a vengeance.”’ 

* * *

The drawer is so designed 
that when opened it gives easy access 
for deposits. It is draught-proof, and 
money cannot be blown away. The unit 
is so constructed that deposits are in 
constant view of customer and clerk.

‘THE new premises of the Bankers 
Trust Company is a three-storey 
wing on the west side of Bucklers- 
bury House, adjoining Queen Victoria 
Street, and occupy the ground, first 
floor, basement and sub-basement. 


Planning 


The ground floor consists of a 
banking hall, conference rooms, 
manager's office, executives and de- 
partments immediately concerned 
with banking facilities. 

Public space is defined by white 
marble paving slabs with brass divid- 
ing strips, and bounded by a high- 
level, flint- blasted, glass - panelled 
balustrade on two sides, the third 
being the bank counter. Executives 
with their secretaries are placed on 
the high level on the north side of 
the hall, adjacent to the manager’s 
office. Remaining high-level plan 
areas are taken up by the conference 
rooms, reception area, lift and stair- 
case leading to first floor. The south 
end of the hall has a staircase 
enclosed in a glass screen for fire 
protection and also leading to the first 
floor, as well as the back entrance, 
basement staircase and lift. 

The first floor consists of open 
office space departmentalized by 
means of low screens of filing 
cabinets, together with a  dining- 
conference room, kitchen and execu- 
tives’ cloakrooms. 
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The flower-box seen in the fore- pan eae . 
ground on the facing page is detailed 

above, together with the balustrading 

which separates the two working 

levels. Right, the major staircase 


The basement is used entirely for 
cloakrooms, tea and rest room, while 
the sub-basement has a strong-room, 
air conditioning and ventilation plant 
rooms, large storage facilities and 
a recreation room. 


Finishes 

Extensive use of Bleu Belge, 
statuary and Repen marble has been 
made for column, wall and floor 
finishes in the banking hall. Indian 
laurel has been used for panelling 
and bank counter, while columns are 
clad on two sides in elm. Doors on 
the first floor and in the basement 
are finished in rosewood. 

Metalwork throughout the principal 
floors is almost entirely satin-finished 
stainless steel. 


Heating and Ventilation 
Ground and first floors are fully 
air conditioned, including refrigera- 
tion, with nine air changes an hour, 
of which 15 per cent is fresh air. 
Plant is designed to give a tempera- 
ture of 65°F in winter and 70°F 
during the summer. Air is diffused 
through the false ceiling by means of 
pressed metal diffusers, or through 
grilles at change of ceiling levels, and 
is extracted at low level through 
grilles in the sides of columns. 
Windows on the ground floor are 
double glazed with venetian blinds 
and net curtains in between to reduce 
external sound and heat loss.

Planning 


Above the bank there are three 
floors of offices and a _ separate 
entrance, adjacent to the City Hall, 
has been provided for this accommo- 
dation. 

At first-floor level to the rear of 
the site a separate staff room is 
planned for the bank employees. 
Finishes 

Facing materials on the projecting 
cornice and casings to the two side 
stanchions are Cornish Pelastine 
Grey granite, dolly pointed. The in- 
filling panels between the windows 
are faced with Delabole slate slabs 
with a machine sawn and hand 
chiselled finish. Around the edge of 
each slab is a drafted margin. 

Office windows overlooking the 
main street are of anodized alu- 
minium, the opening portions being 
of double hung sash variety. Frames 
on the ground floor are of stainless 
steel with a satin finish. 

At the rear, the building is finished 
with a Tyrolean rendering. All 
windows are anodised aluminium, 
with double hung sashes and top hung 
ventilators. 

Internally the leading wall from the 
street is also faced with Cornish 
Pelastine granite, dolly pointed. It is 
hoped, eventually, to place a piece of 
sculpture here. Walls are veneered 
in Palisander and Zebrano woods. 

The elliptical waiting room is 
veneered on the outside in Palisander 
and faced internally with P.V.C. 
forming a focal point at the far end 
of the banking hall. Counter units 
are veneered in rosewood and 
mahogany. 

The manager’s office is also 
panelled with Palisander and is 
furnished with hand-made Danish 
teak and leather furniture which has 
also been used in other parts of the 
bank.

WESTMINSTER BANK, HEMEL HEMPSTEAD 


HOWARD V. LOBB and PARTNERS 
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ROM the inception of Hemel 

Hempstead Town Centre, the banks 
have been considered and designed 
in a close or precinct. Four of the 
“Big Five” banks are housed in Bank 
Court, which is served by a new road, 
Waterhouse Street. The approach 
from Marlowes, which is the main 
shopping thoroughfare, is by a pedes- 
trian way with shops each side, and 
the court and adjoining road act as a 
car park to the whole. 


Planning 


Two-storey development was agreed 
upon as the most economic and best 
suited to pick up the main lines of the 
bridge linking the ends of the arcade 
of shops. Westminster Bank has been 
designed with the banking hall at the 
centre of the plan, and the balance 
of the accommodation—manager’s 
room, waiting room, strong room, 
book room and staff lavatories 
arranged on two sides of it. The 
residence has been planned above this 
accommodation, with the living room 
and domestic suite having a southern 
outlook on to a small roof terrace 
and with three bedrooms on _ the 
western side. 


External Treatment 


Elevational treatment reflects the 
planning with the large window on the 
northern elevation echoing the ample 
proportions of the banking hall, whilst 
the west elevation has windows at 
two levels. The main elevation has 
an apron and head of Sclattie granite 
to the banking hall window, with 
grey Welsh slate on either side, except 
for the blue Belge marble panel 
beneath the entrance canopy. Clean 
design and bold use of large areas of 
colour are in keeping with the scale 
of the interior. The west facade is 
clad with Portland stone; facing 
bricks are grey Stamford stone 
facings. A metal stove-enamelled 
plaque above the main entrance bears 
the bank’s shield. 


Fittings and Finishes 


The bank fittings consist of a two- 
level mahogany-faced counter and 
modern low-level desks behind, laid 
out on an open plan which gives a 
clear view of the whole office from 
the customer's viewpoint. Hardwood 
joinery generally is of mahogany. 
The public space floor is rubber, 
whilst the working space and the staff 
rooms are covered with linoleum.
